R. M. JOHNSON. 

Since we first announced the name of 
the Hon. Richard M. Johnson, as a can- 
didate for the Vice Presidency, we have 
received many communications approv- 
ing our course, and giving us assurance 
not only of their acquiescence, but of 
their support. The following letter isj 
from an experienced politician, of the 
Western part of New York — and thanj 
whom, no one is better acquainted with 
the wishes of the people. From the high-j 
lv respectable source whence it emulates j 
we are induced to believe thqt the Hero 
of the Thames holds a higher place in the 
estimation of the people of the East, than 
was anticipated by his friends in the 
West. — Our correspondent is quite cer 
rect in the notice which he takes of the 
Hon. Thomas H. Benton. The station 
which this gentleman now holds, cannot 
be filled by one so well calculated for the 
present posture of affairs, — and his with- 
drawal from the Senate would, therefore, 
not only be a serious breach in the Dem- 
ocratic ranks of that body, but a most dis- 
astrous event to the Democracy of the 
Nation. With these facts before them, 
we think there are but few', who will not 
make a sacrifice of personal predilections, 
for the sake of perpetuating their repub- 
lican measures.

The Presidency — and Vice Presidency. 

Mr. Benton declines the Mississippi 
nomination for the Vice Presidency; but 
defends in the ablest manner that of Mr. 
Van Duren. He proceeds to say : 

“No public man, since ihe days of .Mr. Jet Fer- 
•on, lias been pursued with more bitterness than 
Mr- Van linron t none, not excepting Mr Jefferson 
himself, has ever hail to wtiliiistanu trie eomoined 
assaults of so many, and such formidable pow- 
ers. His prominent position, in relation to the 
next Presidency, has drawn upon him the general 
attack of other candidates, themselves as well as 
their friends ; for, in these days, (how different 
from former times!) candidates for the Presiden- 
cy are seen to take the field for themselves, — 
banging away at their ro npetitors, — sounding the 
notes of their own applause, and dealing in the 
tricks, and cant, of veteran cross road or ale-house 
electioneerers. His old opposition, and early de- 
claration (1826) against the Bank of the United 
States, has brought upon him the pervading ven- 
geance, of that powerful institution ; and subjected 
him to the vicarious vituperation subaltern as- 
sailants inflamed with a wrath, nor their own, in 
whatsoever spot tint terrific institution maintains 
a branch, or a press, retains an adherent, or holds 
a debtor. (It was under the stimulus, and pre- 
dictions, of the Bank press, that Mr. Van Buren 
was rejected by the Senate in 1832.) Yet in all 
this combination of powers against him, and in 
all these unrelenting attacks, there is no specifica- 
tion of misconduct. All is vague, general, in- 
definite, mysterious. Mr. Crawford, the most 
open, direct, and palpable of public men, was run 
down upon the en pty cry of “giant at intrigue a 
second edition of that cry, now stereotyped foi 
harder use, is expected to perforin the same ser- 
vice upon Mr. Van Buren; while the originaters 
and repeaters of the c ry, in both instances, have 
found it equally impossible to specify a case of in- 
trigue in the life of one, or the other, of these 
gentlemen. 

Again : 

“The first relaxation of the ties which bound 
together the Democracy of the North and. South, 
East and West, was followed by the restoration 
to power of federal men, and the re-appearance 
in the administration of federal doctrines, and 
federal measures. The younger Mr. Adams 
ciept into power through the first breach that was 
made in the Democratic ranks; and immediately 
proclaimed the fundamental principles which lie 
at the bottom of ancient federalism, and mo. fern 1 
, wbfggism, “the representative not to he palsied ( 
by the will of his constituents u cor*»trtutioiial 
scruples to be solved in practical blessings;” 
two doctrines one of which would leave the peo- 
ple without representatives, and the other wo old 
leave the Government without a constitution. 
The ultra federalism of this gentleman’s adminis- 
tration, fortunately for the country led to the re- 
union of those homogeneous elements, by the 
first union of which tiie elder Mr. Adams had j 
been rejected from power; and this re-union ini-: 
mediately produced a socoud civil revolution not, 
less vital to the republic than the first one, of' 
1800; a revolution to which we are indebted for ! 
-the election of a president who has turned backj 
the Go^mmenl, so far as in his power lies*, to 
the principles of the constitution, and to the prac- 
tice of economy, — who has directed the action! 
of the Government to patriotic objects, saved the 
people from the cruel dominion of a hoaitless 
moneyed power, withstood the combined assaults 
of the Bank and its allied Statesmen, — and frus- 
tiated a conspiracy against the liberty, and the 
prosperity of the people, but little less atrocious 
in its design, and little less disastrous in its inten- 
ded effects, than the conspiracy from which Cice- 
ro saved the Homan people, and fur the frustra- 
tion of which he was hailed by Cato, in the assem- 
bled presence of all Koine, with the glorious ap- 
pellation of Pater Patriae, — Father of his 
Country. 

It has so happened that, although every South- 
ern President (four in number) and the only 
Western one (through his own terms) has receiv- 
ed the warm support of Northern Democracy, 
yet no Northern President has ever yet received 
the support of tire Southern and Western. Hitherto 
this peculiar, and one-sided result, has left no 
sling, created no heart burnings, in the Bosom 
of Noi them Democracy' y because it nas the re- 1 
suit, not (if sectional bigotry, but of facts, and) 
principles.

The Military School. — The Aurora 
of Philadelphia contains the subjoined 
remarks on the resolution of Mr. Hawes: 
“The question concerning the Military 
Academy, as exp'essed in tiie resolution, 
assumes two Jifferent aspects. Tiie 
first is rather hsinuated than asserted, 
though some ficts which occurred in de- 
bating the notion go farther; it is a 
question raised upon alleged abuses, or 
tiie imprope' exercise of tiie selection of 
pupils for he Academy. This is the' 
whole of tie logic upon which the mo 
tion is foiudcd; and without saying that 
there ma not have been partiality in the ! 
seleetiorof candidates, we know enough 
of such affairs as to be able to say, that 
tiie J'a U is not in tiie Academy, nor in 
the pirpose of its institution, nor in any 
enusebut the influence of the members 
thensclvcs. The very regulations by 
whfh nominations are made for tiie 
Aftdemy, points out the cause of com- 
plint, if there he seriously any.

Resolved into plain Eug | 
lish, it is this : whatever tnuy be the util-, 
ity, whatever tho necessity, whatever] 
the public benefit of the Academy, it ; 
must go down — because the members ot 
Congress are socager for patronage that j 
some succeed and some do not. 

This is not logic — it is not common 
sense. If there be abuse reform it. It j 
nothing else will do, let members ot Con- 
gress be prohibited by law from prose-] 
cuting such nominations. It would he a 
course more rational than to annihilate 
a school of science, which when we hadj 
opportunities of acquaintance with it, 
was honorable to this nation, and adap- 
ted to diffuse knowledge such as could 
not ho acquired in any other way or 
place. 

The incidental, or inferential question, 
at tiie close of tiie resolution, indicates 
what it means. Not having tiie honor ot 
a personal, or any other acquaintance 
witli the mover of the resolution, we can 
liavo no motive but those that are exclu 
sively public for what wc utter on the 
subject; but with some cxpericnco, and 
being well acquainted with the deplora- 
ble insufficiency of the country when the 
exigencies of war laid come upon us — 
the total lack of system — an ignorance so 
absolute of the first elements of military 
knowledge which pervaded this nation, 
that it appeared frightful to contemplate 
it. Upon economical principles, more 
than half the expenditures of the last war 
were the price of ignorance and uupre- 
paredness. 

When the war began, it seemed as if 
all that was deemed necessary was a 
commission, a uniform, and a sword. A 
sort of illicit convocation of field officers, 
was held during the late war, at some 
place in New York state ; the questions 
to be discussed were wholly relative to 
war and discipline, and the modes by 
which praclicc was to be made perfect. 

The result ofthis convocation was eve- 
ry way extraordinary iu its inception, its 
action, and the resulting opinions of each 
and every of the members. A college 
of midwives could not have produced 
conclusions so remarkable — no two agreed 
upon any one point — and they parted 
without ever inquiring concerning the 
proper object of such an assemblage!! 
Is the country to be left in such a dilem- 
ma again, in the actual state of the 
world ! 

We quote the fact — it is part of our 
history — thougli perhaps this is all the 
public notice it has ever obtained. But 
the affair ofTippacanoe unveiled the too 
prevalent error as to the necessity of dis- 
cipline. Bravery without some skill 
would be of litilo value, and the pros 
once of modest, gallant Boyd, with his 
experience in many severe battles, saved 
the country from the disgrace of a sur- 
prise, and a defeat by mere savages. 

The transactions at Detroit, and on 
the Niagara, with all the shame, expendi- 
tures, afflictions, and miseries, were the 
consequences of a general want of knowl- 
edge in a science which had, during tiie 
whole of the wars of the French Revolu- 
tion, been developing new principles, and 
illustrating them by examples. 

Wc could particularize many fatal 
effects of the want of rational ideas on 
military a flairs during tiie late war; and 
the sacrifice of many hundred valuable 
ives. — Who that has any memory, can 
forget tho influence of two disciples of 
t ho Military Academy on the Canada 
frontier? — or tiie brilliant but unpufled 
defeat and fight of the British at Platts- 
bnrg? And who can forget the humili-l 
nting fact of the conflagration of tiie Cap- 
itol by not more titan 1200 men. and in 
tiie presence of more titan ten thousand 
men, without discipline, or any man of 
faculty to rally, distribute, direef, and 
command them. 

Mr. Hawes’s resolution, carried out in 
its spirit, would appear to any rational 
and experienced man, like a project for 
lie more effectual generation of ignor- 
a*cc; or commencing a course of degen- 
eracy; and might be followed up, without 
inconsistency, by another motion, to 
cloth* the infantry and marines in broad- 
hrimmed hats, coats without capes or 
buttons, and the regimental colors to be 
drab. Then we might counsel with! 
John Bunyan, wrestle with the Spirit,) 
until some restless Nullifier should in- 
voke war ra’lior than not prevail in his j 
inarch to power; or until some minister' 
of despotism in Europe should form a ho- 
ly alliance to put down the great nurse- 
ry of Democracy.

By the arrival yesterday of two packets in ex- 
traordinary short passages, one from London and 
the other from Havre, we have English and
